N  SOMVCH 
as  I  know  that  your 
Lordfhip  is  by  na¬ 
ture  whollie  incli¬ 
ned, and  inpurpofe 
earneftly  bent  to  re- 
leeue  thepoore,and 
that  not  onlie  with 
hofpitalitie  and  al¬ 
ines  3  but  by  diuerfe 
other  deuifes  and 
waies  tending  to 
their  comfort,  ha- 
uingfas  it  were)  fra¬ 
med  and  fet  your  felfe  to  the  helpe  and  maintenance 
of  their  eftate;  as  appeareth  by  your  charge  and  trauell  in 
thatbehalfe.  Whereas  alio  you  haue  a  ipeciall  care  for 
the  fupporting  of  their  right  ,  and  redreffing  of  their 
wrongs,  as  neither  delpifing  their  calamitie,  nor  yet  for¬ 
getting  their  complaint,  feeking  all  meanes  for  their  a- 
mendement,and  for  thereformation  of  their  diforders, 
cuen  as  a  verie  father  to  the  poore,  Finallie,for  that  I  am  a 
poore  member  of  that  commonwelth,wherc  your  Lord¬ 
fhip  isa  principall  perfond  thought  this  my  trauell,in  the 
behatfe  of  the  poore,  the  aged,  and  the  fimple,  might  be 
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verie  fitlie  commended  vnto  you :  for  a  weake  houfe  re* 
quireth  a  ftrong  ftaie.In  which  refpedt  I  giue  God  thanks, 
that  hath  raifed  vp  vnto  me  fo  mightic  a  freend  for  them 
asyourLordfhip  is,  who  in  ourlawes  haue  fuch  know- 
ledge,  in  gouernment  fuch  difcretion,in  thefe  caufes  fuch 
experience ,  and  in  the  commonwealth  fuch  authoritie ; 
and  neuerthelefle  vouchfafe  to  defeend  to  the  confidera- 
tion  of  thefe  bale  and  inferior  matters,  which  mimfter 
more  care  and  trouble,than  worldlie  eftimation. 

And  in  fomuchas  yourLordfhipknoweth,or  rather 
cxercifeth  the  office  ofaiudge,  whole  part  it  is  to  heare 
with  courtefie,  and  to  determine  with  equities  it  cannot 
but  be  apparent  vnto  you,  that  when  punifhment  cxcee- 
deth  the  fault,  it  is  rather  to  be  thought  vengeance  than 
correction .  In  whichrefpedll  knoweyou  fpend  more 
time  and  trauellin  the  conuerfion  and  reformation,  than 
in  the  fubuerfion  &  confufion  of  offenders,  as  being  welt 
pleafed  to  augment  your  owne  priuate  paines,  to  the  end 
you  may  diminifh  their  publike  finart .  For  in  truth,  that 
commonwealth  remaineth  in  wofullftatc,  where  fetters 
and  halters  beare  more  f vaie  than  mercie  and  due  com- 


Ho wbeit,  it  is  naturall  to  vnnaturall  people,  and  pecu¬ 
liar  vnto  witchmongersj  topurfue  the  poore,  to  accufe 
the  fimple,and  to  kill  the  innocentsfupplieng  in  rigor  and 
malice  towards  others,that  which  they  themfelues  want 
inproofeand  diferetionsortheotherin  offenfe  orocca- 
fion.  But  as  a  cruell  hart  and  an  honeft  mind  doo  feldome 
meete  and  Feed  togither  in  a  difh  fo  a  difereet  and  merci- 
fullmagifl:rate,andahappie  commonwealth  cannot  be 
feparated  afundcr .  How  much  then  are  we  bound  to 
God ,  who  hath  giuen  vs  a  Queene ,  thatofiufticeisnot 
only  the  very  perieft  image  &  paterne^but  alfo  of  mercie. 
&  clemenciefvnder  God)  the  meere  fountaine  &  bodie  it 
felfe  ?  In  forauch  as  they  which  hunt  moll  after  bloud  in 
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thele  daies,haue  leaft  authorise  to  fhed  it.  Moreoucr, 
fith  I  fee  that  in  cafes  where  lenitie  might  be  noilbme,  & 
punifhment  wholefome  to  the  commonwealth  s  there 
no  refpeft  of perfbn  can  moue  you,  no  authoritie  can  ab- 
bafh  you, no  feare,no  threts  can  daunt  you  in  performing 
thedutie  ofiuftice. 

In  that  relpebl  againe  I  find  your  Lordfhip  afitperlon, 
to  iudge  and  looke  vpon  this  prefent  treadle .  Wherein  I 
will  bring  beforeyou,  as  it  were  to  the  barre  ,  two  lorts  of 
molt  arrogant  and  wicked  people,  the  firlt  challenging  to 
themfelues,  the  fecond  attributing  vnto  others,  that 
power  which  onelie  apperteineth  to  God/  who  onelie  is  •Apoc.4su. 
the  Creator  of all  things, b  who  onelie  fearcheth  the  hart 
and  reines,  who  onelie c  knoweth  our  imaginations  and  Apoci. 
thoughts ,  who  onelie d  openeth  all  fecrets,who c  onelie  cLuke.i6. 
worketh  great  wonders,  who  onelie  hath  power f  to  raife  & 

vp  &  call  downe ;  who  onelie  maketh  thunder, lightning,  * p’falm.V*. 
raine,tempells,and  rellraineth  them  at  his  pleafure  s  who  &  1 3 6- 
onelie  s  fendethlife  and  death,licknelfe  &  health, wealth  &  6 

and  wo,  who  neither  giueth  nor  lendethhis h  glorie  to  Samliz. 3 
anie  creature.  x.Reg.8. 

And  therefore,  that  which greeueth me  tothebot- 
tome  of  my  hart,  is,  that  thefe  witchmongers  cannot  be  zach.io, 
content,to  wreft  out  of  Gods  hand  his  almightie  power, &  H*  - 
and  keepe  it  themfelues, or leaue  it  with  a  witch :  but  that,  tioba!’7* 
when  by  drift  of  argument  they  are  made  to  laie  downe  hHaie.4*,8, 
the  bucklers,  they  yeeld  them  vp  to  the  diuell,or  at  the 
leallpraie  aid  of  him,  as  thougn  the  raines  of  all  mens 
liues  and  actions  were  committed  into  his  hand;  and  that 
he  lat  at  the  Herne,  to  guide  and  direct  the  courle  of  the 
whole  world ,  imputing  vnto  him  power  and  abilitie 
inough  to  doo  as  great  things,  and  as  llrange  miracles  as 
euerChrifldid. 

But  the  doctors  of  this  fupernaturall  dodtrine  laie  loin- 
times, that  the  witch  doth  all  thefe  things  by  vertue  of  hir 
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charmes  5  fometimes  that  a  fpirituall,  fometimes  that  a 
corporall  diuell  doth  accomplifh  it;  fometimes  theyfaie 
that  the  diuell  doth  but  make  the  witch  belceue  fhe  doth 
that  which  he  himfelfe  hath  wrought  ;  fometimes  that 
the  diuell  (eerneth  to  doo  that  by  compu'fion,  which  he 
doth  moft  willinglie.  Finallie,the  writers  herevpon  are  fo 
eloquent,  and  fufl  of  varietie;  that  fometimes  they  write 
that  the  diuell  dooth  all  this  by  Gods  permiffion  onelie ; 
fometimes  by  his  licence,  fomtimes  by  his  appointment: 
fo  as  (in  effeft  and  truth)  not  the  diuell,  but  tne  high  and 
mightie  king  ofkings,  and  Lord  of  hofts,  euen  God  him- 
fclfejftiould  this  waie  be  made  obedient  and  feruile  to 
obeie  and  performe  the  will  &  commandement  of  a  ma¬ 
licious  old  witch,  and  miraculouflie  to  anfwerehir  appe¬ 
tite,  as  well  in  cuerie  trifling  vanitie,asin  moft  horrible 
executions,  as  the  reuenger  of  a  doting  old  womans  ima- 

fined  wrongs, to  the  deftru&ion  of  manic  innocent  chit- 
ren,and  as  afupporter  of  hirpaffions,  to  the  vndoing  of 
manie  a  poore  iou-lc  •  And  I  lee  not,  but  a  witch  may  as 
well  inchant,  when  (he  will  5  as  alier  may  lie  when  he  lift  :• 
and  fo  fhould  we  pofleffe  nothing,  but  by  a  witches  li¬ 
cence  and  permiffion. 

And  now  forfooth  it  is  brought  to  this  point,  that  all  di- 
uels, which  were  woont  to  be  lpirituall,  may  at  their  plea- 
fure  become  corporall,  and  fo  fhew  themfelues  familiar- 
lie  to  witches  and  coniurors ,  and  to  none  other,  and  by 
them  onlie  may  be  made  tame, and  kept  in  a  box,&c.  So 
as  a  malicious  old  woman  may  command  hir  diuell  to 
plague  hir  neighbor:  and  he  is  afflicted  in  manner  and 
forme  as  fhe  defireth.  But  then  commeth  another  witch, 
and  fhe  biddeth  hir  diuell  helpe,  and  hehealethdie  lame 
partie .  So  as  they  make  it  a  ldngdome  diuided  in  it  lelfe* 
and  therefore  I  truft  it  will  not  long  endure, but  will  fhort- 
lie  be  ouerthrowne,  according  to  the  words  of  our  Sa- 
uior ,  Omm  regnum  in  Jedmfum  deJoUbitur,  Euerie  king- 
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dome  diuided  in  it  fclfe  fhalbe  defolate. 

•  And  although  fome  faie  that  the  diuell  is  the  witches 
inftrument,to  bring  hirpurpofes  andpra&ifes  topaffc: 
yet  others  faie  thatfheis  his  inftrument ,  to  execute  his 
pleafure  in  anie  thing,  and  therefore  to  be  executed .  But 
then  (me  thinks)  fhe  fhould  be  iniuriouflie  dealt  withall, 
and  put  to  death  for  anothers  offenfe :  for  adlions  are  not 
iudged  by  inftrumentall  caufes ;  neither  dooth  the  end 
and  purpofe  of  that  which  is  done  ,  depend  vpon  the 
meane  inftrument .  Finallie,  if  the  witch  doo  it  not,  why 
fhould  the  witch  dieforit?  Buttheylaie  that  witches  are 
perfuaded,and  thinke,that  they  doo  indeed  thofe  mid 
cheefs ;  and  haue  a  will  to  performe  that  which  the  diuell 
committeth :  and  that  therefore  they  are  worthie  to  die. 

By  which  reafon  euerie  one  fhould  oe  executed, that  wi- 
fbetheuillto  his  neighbor,  &c.  But  if  the  will  fhould  be 
punifhed  by  man,  according  to  the  offenfe  againfl  God, 
we  fhould  be  driuen  by  thoufands  at  once  to  theflaugh- 
terhoufo  or  butcherie.  For  whofoeuer  loatheth  corre- p  , 

£tion  fhall  die .  And  who  fhould  efoape  execution,  if this 
lothfomnefle(Ifaie)  fhould  extend  to  death  by  the  ciuill 
lawes .  Alfo  the  reward  of  finne  is  death.  Flo wbeit ,  eue¬ 
rie  one  that  finneth,is  not  to  be  put  to  death  by  the  magi- 
ftrate .  But  (my  Lord)  it  fhalbe  proued  in  my  booke,  and 
your  Lordfhip  fhall  trie  it  to  be  true,  as  well  nere  at  home 
in  your  natiue  countrie,as  alfo  abrode  in  your  fouerall  cir¬ 
cuits  ,  that(befides  them  that  be  renefica, which  areplaine 
poifoners' there  will  be  found  among  our  witches  one- 
lie  two  forts ;  the  one  fort  being  fuch  by  imputation, as  fo 
thought  of  by  others  (and  thefe  are  abufea,  and  not  abu- 
fors)the  other  by  acceptation,  as  being  willing  fo  to  be 
accomptedfand  thefe  oe  meere  coufenors.) 

Caluine  treating  of  thefe  magicians  ,  calleth  them  lib. 

.  coufenors, faieng  that  they  vfe  their  iuggling  knacks  one-  C' 

lietoamafeorabufc  the  people;  or  elle  for  fame:  but  he 
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Lit.  Jeti.  might  rather  haue  faid  for  gaine  .  Eraftus  himfelfe ,  be- 
f*  jng  a  principall  writer  in  the  behalfe  of  witches  omnipo- 
tencie,  is  forced  to  confelfe ,  that  thefe  Greeke  words, 
IAMy!a,/xafyxyM,  (poyp^uxMcc,  are  mod  commonlie  put  for 
iliufion,  falfe  packing,coufenage,  fraud,  knauerie  and  de- 
ceipt :  and  is  f  urther  driuen  to  faie,  that  in  ancient  time, 
the  learned  were  not  fo  b!ockifh,asnot  to  fee  that  the 
promifes  of  magicians  and  inchanters  were  falfe,  and  no¬ 
thing  elfebutknauerie,coufenage,  and  old  wiues  fables; 
andyet  defendethhe  their  fliengin  the  aire,  their  trans¬ 
ferring  of  come  or  grade  from  one  feeld  to  another, See. 

But  as  Eradus  difagreeth  herein  with  himfelfe  and  his 
freends :  fo  is  there  no  agreement  among  anie  of  thole 
writers,  but  onlie  in  cruelties,abfurdities,  and  impolfibili- 
ties .  And  thefe  (my  Lord)  thatfall  into  fo  manifeft  con¬ 
tradictions, and  into  fuch  abfurd  alterations ,  are  not  of 
the  inferior  fort  of  writers ;  neither  are  they  all  papids,but 
men  of  fuch  accompt,  as  whofe  names  giue  more  credit 
to  their  caule,than  their  writings .  In  whole  behalfe  I  am 
forie,  and  pardie  for  reuerence  fupprefle  their  fonded  er¬ 
rors  and  fowled  abfurdities ;  dealing  Ipeciallie  with  them 
...  .  that  mod  contend  in  crueltie,3  whofe  feete  are  fwift  to 
Rom?;, if7'  fhed blond, drilling  (as  b  Iefus  the fonne  of  Sirach  faith) 
kEccl.z7,s.  and  hading  (as c  Salomon  the  foAne  of  Dauid  laith)  to 
powre  out  the  bloud  of the  innocent ;  whofe  heatagaind 
thefe poore  wretches  cannot  be  allaied  with  anie  other 
liquor  than  bloud.  And  therforelfearethat d  vndertheir 
wings  will  be  found  the  bloud  of  thefoules  of  the  poore, 
at  that  daie,  when  the  Lord  fhallfaie; c  Depart  from  me 
ye  bloudthirdie  men. 

And  bicaufe  I  know  your  Lordfhip  will  take  no  coun¬ 
fell  againd  Innocent  bloud  ,  but  rather  fupprefle  them 
that  leeke  to  embrew  their  hands  therein ;  I  haue  made 
choife  to  open  their  cafe  vnto  you,  and  to  laic  their  mi  fe- 
rable  calamitie  before  your  feete :  following  herein  the 
i  •  aduile 
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aduife  of  that  learned  man  Brentius,who  faith;  Si  quis  T^^u(r 
admonuerit  magittrattim,ne  in  mtferas  ill  as  mulierctdas  fa*  9  *  tr° 

uiat,  eum  ego  arbitror  diuinitus  excitatum ;  that  is,  If anie 
admonifh  the  magiftratc  not  to  deale  too  hardlic  with 
thefe  miferable  wretches,that  are  called  witches,  I  thinke 
him  a  goodinftrument  railed  vp  for  this  purpofe  by  God 
himfelfe.  * 

But  it  will  perchance  be  faid  by  witchmongers ,  to  wit, 
byfuchas  attribute  to  witches  the  power  which  apper- 
teineth  to  God  onelie ,  that  I  haue  made  choife  of  your 
Lordfhip  to  be  apatrone  to  this  my  booke;bicaufe  I  think 
you fauour  mine  opinions,  and  by  that  meanes  may  the 
more  freelie  publiSn  anie  error  or  conceipt  of mine  owne, 
which  fhoula  rather  be  warranted  byyourLordfhips  au¬ 
thorise, than  by  the  word  of  God,  or  byfufficient  argu¬ 
ment.  Butlproteftthecontrarie,  and  by  thefe  prefents 
I  renounce  all  protedf ion,  and  defpife  all  freendfnip  that 
might  feme  to  helpe  towards  the  fuppreffing  or  fiipplan- 
ting  of  truth :  knowing  alfo  that  your  Loralhip  is  farre 
from  allowing  anie  iniuriedone  vntoman;  much  more 
an  enimieto  them  that  go  about  todifhonorGod,orto 
embezill  the  title  of  his  immortal!  glorie.  But  bicaufel 
know  you  to  be  perfpicaous,and  able  to  fee  downe  into 
the  depth  andbottome  of  caufcs,and  are  not  to  be  car¬ 
ried  awaie  with  the  vaine  perfuafion  or  fuperftition  either 
ofman,cuftome,time,or  multitude,but  mooued  with  the 
authoritie  of truth  onlie :  I  craue  your  countenance  here¬ 
in,  euenfb  farre  foorth,and  no  further,  than  the  lawe  of 
God,  the  lawe  of  nature,the  lawe  of  this  land, and  the  rule 
ofreafbn  fhall  require.Neither  doo  I  treat  for  thefe  poore 
people  anie  otherwi(e,but  fo,  as  with  one  hand  you  may 
fuftaine  the  good,  and  with  the  other  fiipprefle  the  euill: 
wherein  you  fhalbe  thought  a  father  to  orphans,  an  ad- 
uocate  to  widowes ,  a  guide  to  the  blind ,  a  ftaie  to  the 
lameya  comfort  countenance  to  the  honeft,  a  Icourge 

and 
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and  terror  to  the  wicked. 

Thus  farre  I  haue  beene  bold  to  vie  your  Lordfhips  pa¬ 
tience,  being  offended  with  my  felfe,  that  I  could  notin 
breuitie  vtter  fuch  matter  as  I  haue  deliuered  amplie  r 
wherebyfl  confefle)  occafion  of  tedioufhes  might  be  mi- 
niftred,wereit  not  that  your  great  grauitie  ioined  with 
your  Angular  conftancie  in  reading  and  iudgingbe  means 
of the  contrarie.  And  I  wifh  euen  with  all  my  hart,  that  I 
could  make  people  conceiue  the  fubftance  ofmy  writing, 
and  not  to  mifeonftrue  anic  part  of  my  meaning.  Then 
doubdes  would  I  perfuade  my  felfe,that  the  companie  of 
witchmongers,  &c :  being  once  decreafed,the  number 
alfo  of  witches, &c :  would  foone  be  diminiihed.  But  true 
be  the  words  of  the  Poet, 

Haudqmqmm  poterls fort  trier  omnut folia, 

Ndmque  dhjs  dim  hello poller e  dederun  t, 

Hmc  filtundi  artetn,  voce  hmc  cythamque  canendt : 
purfim  alijinfemit  fdgaxmpettore  nutgnws 
lupiter  ingemum ,  Crc. 

And  therefore  as  doubtfull  topreuaileby  perliiading, 
though  I  haue  reafon  and  common  fenfe  on  my  fide;  I 
reft  vpon  earneft  wifhing;namelie,  to  all  people  an  abso¬ 
lute  truft  in  God  the  creator,  and  not  in  creatures,  which 
is  to  make  flefh  our  arme:  that  God  may  haue  his  due 
honor,whichby  the  vndutifulnes  ofmanieis  turned 
into  difhonor,  and  lefle  caufe  of  offenfe  and  er- 
rour  giuen  by  common  receiued  euill ex¬ 
ample.  And  to  your  Lordfhip  I  wifh, 
as  increale  of  honour,  fo  con¬ 
tinuance  of  good  health,  - 
and  happie  daies.

lr,J  fee  among  other  malefactors 
manie poore  old  women  co merited  bc- 
^ore you  for  working  of miracles,  other 
wife  called  witchcraft,  and  therefore  I 
thought  you  alfo  a  meet perfon  to  whom 
I  might  comend  my  booke  .  nd  here 

I  haue  occafion  to (feakc  ofyourfncere 
adminijlraticn  ofiuftice,  and  of  your  dexteritie,  diferetion, 
charge  ^and  trauell  emploied  in  that  behalf e,wher of  I  am  ocu - 
l atm  testis.  Howbeit  I  had  rather  refer  the  reader  to  com¬ 
mon fame,  and  their  owne  eies  and  eares  to  befatisfied ;  than 
to  fend  them  to  a  Stationers  shop,  where  manie  times  lies  are 
r vendible ,  and  truth  contemptible .  For  I  being  of  your  houfe, 
of  your  name, &  of  your  bloud\  my  foot  being  vnderyour  ta¬ 
ble, my  hand  in  your  dish,  or  rather  inyourpurffe,  might  bee 
thought  to  flatter  you  in  that s  wherein  (/  knowe )  I  should 
rather  offendyou  thanpleafe  you.  And  what  need  I  curriefa- 
uour  with  ny  moflaffured friend?  And  if  I  should  onelie pub¬ 
lish  thofe  vertues  ( though  they  be  manie )  which giue  me  fpe* 
ciall  occafion  to  exhibit  this  my  trauell  vntoyou,!  should  doe 
as  a  painter ,  that  deferibeth  the  foot  of  a  notable  perfon  age, 
and  leaueth  all  the  befl  features  in  his  bodie  vntouched. 

1  therefore  ( at  this  time)  doo  onelie  de fire  you  to  conflder 
of  my  report ,  concerning  the  euidence  that  is  commonlie 
brought  beforeyou  againft  them.  See  frfl  whether  the  eui¬ 
dence  be  notfriuolous,&  whether  the  proofs  brought  against 
them  be  not  incredible,  confifling  of gheffes, preemptions,  dr 
impoffibilities  contrarie  to  reafon,(cripture,and  nature.  See 
alfo  what  per fons  complaine  vpon  them,  whether  they  be  not 
of  the  ba/efl,the  vnwifefl,&  mosifaithles  kind  of  people.  Alfo 
ft  '  may 
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may  it  pie  a fe you  to  waie  what  accu/ations  and  crimes  they 
laie  to  their  charge,  namelie :  She  was  at  my  houfe  of  late  she 
would  bane  had  a  pot  of  milk  e,  she  departed  in  a  chafe  bicaufe 
she  had  it  not,  she  railed,  she  curjfea,  she  mumbled  and  whip 
pered,  and  finallie  shefaid  she  would  be  euen  with  me  :  and 
foone  after  my  child,  my  cow ,  my  few,  or  my  pullet  died ,  or 
was  Jirangelie  taken .  T^aie  (if  it  plea/e  your  TV  or  ship)  I 
haue further proofs :  I  was  with  a  wife  woman,  and  she  told 
me  1  had an  ill  neighbour,  dr  that  she  would  come  to  wy  houfe 
per  it  were  long,  andfo  did  she ;  and  that  she  had  a  marke  a- 
bone  hir  waste,  dr fe  had  she  :andGodforgiue  me,  my ft  omach 
hath  gone  againjl  hir  a  great  while .  H  ir  mother  before  hir 
was  counted  a  witch ,  she  hath  beene  beaten  and  fcratched  by 
the  face  till  bloud  was  drawn e  upon  hir,  bicaufe  she  hath 
beene  fitfpeffed,  dr  afterwards  feme  ofthofeperfons  were /aid 
to  amend .  Thefeare  thecerteinties  that  I  he  are  iu  their  eui- 
dences . 

Note  alfo  how  eafilie  they  may  be  brought  to  confejfe  that 
which  they  neuer  did,  nor  lieth  in  the po  wer  of  man  to  doo  : 
and  then  fee  whether  1  haue  caufeto  write  as  I  doo .  Further, 
if  you  shall fee  that  infidelitie,poperie,  andmanie  other  ma¬ 
nifest  here  fees  be  backed  and  shouldered,  and  their profe (for  s 
animated  and  hartened,  by  ye  elding  to  creatures fuch  inf  nit 
power  as  is  wrejled  out  ofGods  hand,  and  attributed  to  wit¬ 
ches  : finallie,  if  you  shallperceiue  that  I  haue  faithfullie  and 
trulie  deliuered  andfet  downe  the  condition  and  fate  of  the 
witch,  and  alfo  of  the  witchmonger,  and  haue  confuted  by 
reafon  and  lawe,  and  by  the  word  of  God  it felfe,  all  mine  ad- 
uerfaries  ob  lections  and  arguments :  then  let  me  haue  your 
countenance  againjl  them  that  malic ioufiie  oppo/e  themfelues 
againti  me. 

CMy  great  eft  aduerfaries  areyoong  ignorance  and  oldcu - 
Jlome ,  For  whatfolliejoeuer  trati  of  time  hath  fo  tiered, it  is 

fi 


\ 
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fo  fuperflitiouflie pur fued  off  omegas  though  no  error  could  be 
acquainted  with  cuHome.  But  ft  he  Uwe  of  nations  would* 
tome  with  fuch  cu dome,  to  the  maintenance  of  ignorance r 
and  to  the  fuppreffing  of  knowledge  ;  the  ciuilefi  countrie  in 
the  world  would  j oone  become  barbarous,&c .  For  as  know¬ 
ledge  and  time  difcouereth  errors,  fo  dooth fuperfiition  and 
ignorance  in  time  breed  them .  And  concerning  the  opini¬ 
ons  of  fuch, as  wish  that  ignorance  should  rat  her  be  maintei- 
ned,  than  knowledge  buftliefearched for,  bicaufe  thereby  of 
fenfe  may  gro  w :  I  anfwcr/hat  we  are  commandedby  chrifi  < 

himfelfe  to  fearch  for  knowledge  for  it  is  the  kings  honour  p°roujf3 r„ 
(as  Salomon  (aith')  to  fearch  cut  a  thing. 

Aristotle  faid  to  Alexander,  that  a  mind  well  furnished 
was  more  beauti full  than  a  bodie  richlie  araied.  what  can 
be  more  odious  to  man,  or  ojfenfme  to  Godr  than  ignorance r 
for  through  ignorance  the  I  ewes  did  put  Christ  to  death.  AAs*. 
Which  ignorance  whofoeuer forfaketh,ispromifedlife  euer-  Prouerbs 
tailing :  and  the  fore  among  Christians  it  shouldbe  abhor¬ 
red  aboue  all  other  things .  For  euen  as  when  we  wreltle  in 
the  darkey  we  tumble  in  the  mire,&c  :fo  when  we  fee  not 
t  he  trut  h,  we  wallow  in  errors .  A  blind  man  may  feeke  Ion? 
in  the  rishes  yer  he  find  a  needle ;  and  as  foone  is  a  doubt 
difcuffed  by  ignorance .  Finallie, truth  is  no  fo  oner  found  out 
in  ign 0 ranee,  than  a  (beet fauor  in  a  dunghill .  And  if  they 
will  allow  men  knowledge ,  andgiue  them  no  leaue  to  vfeit, 
men  were  much  better  be  without  it  than  haue  it.  For  it  is, 
as  to  haue  a  tallent ,  and  to  hide  it  vnder  the  earth  ;  or  to 
put  a  candle  vnder  a  bush  ell:  or  as  to  haue  a  ship,&  to  let  hir  Luke. 8: 
liealwaies  in  thedocke :  which  thing  how  profitable  it  is,  I 
canfaiefomewhat  by  experience. 

But  hereof  l  need  faie  no  more,  for  euerie  man  feeth  that 
none  can  be  happiewho  knoweth  not  whatfelicitie  meaneth. 

F or  what  auailct  h  it  to  hone  riches,  and  not  to  haue  the  vfe 

thereof  ? 
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there/?  frulie  the  heathen  herein  deferued  more  cowmen* 
da  t  ion  than  manic  Christians  for  they  feared  no  paine ,  no 
cofly  nor  trauell to  at t cine  to  kno  wledge.  Pythagoras  trauel - 
led  from  Thamus  to  Aegypt ,  and  afterwards  into  Crete  and 
Lacedamonia :  and  Plato  out  of  Athens  into  Italic  and  Ae* 
gyp  t,  and  all  to  find  out  hidden fecrets  and  knowledge :  which 
when  a  man  hath, he/e  erne  th  to  be feparated  from  mortalities 
Torpretious ft  ones,  and  all  other  creatures  of what  value  fo- 
euer ,  are  but  countefeits  to  this  iewell:  they  are  mortal!  > 
corruptible,  and  inconsiant ;  this  is  immortalfpure  and cer - 
teineyyberfore  if l  hauefcarched  and  found  out  any  good 
thing  y  that  ignorance  and  time  hath  fmotheredy  the 
fame  I  commend  vnto  you :  to  whom  though  I 
owe  all  that  I  haue,yetam  I  bold  to 
make  otherpartakers  with 
you  in  this poore

to  dehorn  the  matter  therm  conteined  dooth great* 
lie  appert erne  :  1  haue  notfr  agame  confidered  of 
Wo  other  points :  namelie,  diuinitie  and philofophie,'frhei'evpon  the  ground - 
Tv  or !$e  of  my  hoohe  is  laid .  tvherem  although  1  kno'ft  them  to  he  verte  fitffi - 
cientlie  informedyyet  dooth  not  the  tudgement  and  cenfure  of  thofe  caufes  jo 
properlie  appertewe  to  them  as  vntoyou ,  Sehofe fame  therein  hath  gotten pre¬ 
eminence  alone  all  others  that  1  knoSf  of  your  callings :  and  in  that  r  effect  1 
am  hold  to  tome yon'Seith  them ,  being  all  good  neighbours  tognher  in  this 
common'fr  elth,  and  lotting friends  vmo  me.  J  doo  not prefent  this  vnto  you, 
hicaufeit  is  meet  for you ;  hut  for  that you  are  meet for  it  (I  meane)  to  indge 
vpon  it,  to  defend  it,  and  if  need  he  to  correft  it ;  knowing  that  you  hone  lear¬ 
ned  of  that gratie  counfeller  Cato^not  to  footsie  or  dfcountenance  any  hodie.

Eloquent  wordsmay pleafe  the  eares > 
but fufficient  matter peifuadeth  the  hart. So  as,  ifl  exhibit  wholfome  dr  inky 
(though  it  he fmall)  in  a  treene  dijh  "frith  a faith  full  hand ,  1  hope  it  will  bee 
as  well  accepted,  as  frong  wine  offered  m  a  filuer  howle  "frith  a  flattering 
heart,  ^yirid jurehe  it  is  a  pomt  of  as  great  liheralitie  to  receiuea fmall  thing 
tlxirffulhe,  as  to giue  and  diflnhute great  and  cofllte gifts  hountifnllie:flr 
there  is  morefupplied  with  courteous  a  njwers  than  "frith  rich  rewards.Thety- 
!*  rant 
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rant  Dionyfius  was  not  fo  bated  for  hts  tyranme ,  as for  bis  cburlifh  and 
ft  rang  e  behautour.  ^Among  the  poore  ifaelites facrfices,  God  'tods  fatijjied 
with  tbe  tenth  part  of  an  Epbab  of ftower,fi  as  it  "to  ere 'fine  and  good  .  C brifi 
Ifed  well  of  tbe  poore  widowes  mite ,  Lewis  of  France  accepted  a  rape  root 
ofclowmfb  Conan ,  Cyrus  voucbfafed  to  drinke  a  cup  of  cold  water  out  of 
tbe  band  of  poore  S mates  :  and  fo  it  may pleafeyou  to  accept  this ftmple  bools 
at  my  bands,  which  1 faitbfulhe  exhibit  vntoyou,  not  kriowingyour  opinions 
to  meet  with  mine,  but  knowmgy our  learning  and  tudgement  to  be  able  at 
well  to  corretl  me  where  1 Jfeakeherem  vnskjlfudie,as  others  when  theyjfeals 
hereof mahcioujhe. 

Some  be  fucb  dogs  as  they  will  barky  at  my  writings,  whether  1  mainteine 
or  refute  this  argument :  as  Diogenes  fiarled  both  at  tbe  pbodians  and  at 
the  Licedamomans :  at  tbe  one,  bicaufe  they  were  braue ;  at  the  other  ,  bicaufe 
they  were  not  braue. Homer  btmfelfe  could  not  mold  reprocbfull /peaches. 1  am 
Jure  that  they  which  neuerfiudied  to  learne  anie good  thing,  willfiudie  t o  find 
faults  her  eat.  I  for  my part feare  not  thefe  wars, nor  all  the  aduerfaries  I  haue ; 
were  it  not for  cert  erne  cowards,  who(l  knowe^will  come  behind  my  back?  and 
bite  me. 

But  now  to  the  matter.  My  queftion  is  not  (as  manie  fondlie  fuppofe) 
whether  there  be  witches  or  naie  :  but  whether  they  can  doo  fuch  miraculous 
Works  as  are  imputed  vnto  them.  Good Maifler  Deane, is  it pofiblefora  man 
to  break?  his fail  withyou  at  Bpcbefler,  and  to  dine  that  day  at  Durham  with 
Maifler  Doflor  Matthew ;  or  can  your  enimie  maime  you ,  when  the  Ocean 
fe  a  is  betwixt  you?  What  read  communities  betwixt  afpirit  and  a  bo  die  ? 
May  a  ftintuad  bodie  become  temporad  at  his pleafure  ?  Or  may  a  carnall  bo- 
dte  become  inuifible?  Is  it  lakelie  that  the  Hues  of  all  Princes, magiflrates, Of 
Jubieflsyfb  ould  depend  vpon  thewid,  or  rather  vpon  thewifh  of  a  poore  mali¬ 
cious  doting  old  foole ;  and  that power  exempted  fiom  the  wife,  the  rich,  the 
learned,  the  godlie,o’c  ?  Finadie ,  is  it pofiible for  man  or  woman  to  do  ante  of 
thofe  miracles  expreffed  in  my  books >Crfo  conflanthe  reported  by  great  clarks ? 
if  you fate,  no ;  then  am  I  fatisfied.  if  you  fate  that  God,  abfolutelie,  or  by 
meanes  can  accomphfh  ad  thofe,  and  manie  more,  J go  with you.  But  wit  ches 
may  wed foie  they  can  doo  thefe  things,  howbeit  they  cannot /hew  how  they  doo 
them,  if  I fir  my  part fhouldfete  I  could  doo  thofe  things,  my  verie  aduer - 
Juries  would  fate  that  I  lied. 

O  Maifler  Archdeacon ,  is  it  not pitie,  that  that  which  isfaid to  be  doone 
with  the  almightie power  of  the  mof  high  G  od,  and  by  our Jauiour  his  onelie 
Jonne  lejus  chnfl  our  Lord,  fhouldbe  referred  to  a  baggage  old  womans  nod 


er 
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or  Wifh,  &C  ?  Good  Sir, it  it  not  one  manifefl  bind  ofldolatrie,for  them  that 
labor  and  are  laden,  to  come  vnto  witches  to  be  refiefhed  ?  If  witches  could 
helpe  whom  they  are  find to  haue  made [h  be,  1  fie  no  reafinjbut  r erne die  might 
as  well  be  required  at  their  hands, as  a  purfie  demanded  of  him  that  hatbfiolnc 
it*  But  trulie  it  is  manifold  idolatne,  to  afe  that  of  a  creature  ,  which  none 
can gme  but  the  Creator.  The papifl  hath  fime  colour  of  firipture  to  mam - 
t erne  his  tdoll  of  bread,  but  no  lefiuticaRdtflinBion  can  couer  the  witchmon - 
gen  idolatriem  this  behalf e.  ^Alas ,  I  am  fine  and  afhamed  to  fie  how  ma- 
nie  die,  that  being find  to  be  bewitched,  onelt  e fee  be fir  magtcali  cures, whom 
wholfime  diet  and  good  medicines  would  haue  recouered .  I  dare  affure  you 
both,  that  there  would  be  none  ofthefi  coufinmg  Ifnd  of  witches,  did  not 
Vutchmongers  mamteine  them, followe  them,  and  beleeue  in  them  and  their 
oracles  :  whereby  indeed  all  good  learning  and  honed  arts  are  ouerthrowne. 

For  thefi  that  mofl  aduance  their  power, and  mamteine  the  sbdl  ofthefi  wit - 
ches,v  nderfiand  no  part  thereof  :  and  yet  being  manie  times  'Voife  in  other 
matters,  are  made  fioles  by  the  moffooles  in  the  world. 

Me  thinbs  thefi  magicall phyficians  deale  in  the  commonwelth,  much  libe 
as  a  certeine  bind  ofCymcall  people  doo  m  the  church,  whofi  finer e  fatengs 
are  accomptedamongfimefuch  oracles,  as  may  not  be  doubted  of;  who  in 
fie  ad  of  learning  and  author it te  (which  they  mabe  contemptible )  doo  feed  the 
people  with  their  owne  deuifis  and  imaginations,  which  they  prefer  before  all 
other  diuimtie  :  and  labouring  to  ereCl  a  church  according  to  their  owne fin - 
(ies,  wherein  all  order  is  condemned,  and  onelie  their  magicallwords  and  cu¬ 
rious  directions  aduanced,  they  would  vtterlie  ouerthrowe  the  true  church. 

^/Cndeuen  as  thefi  mchanting  Paracelfians  abufi  the  people,  leading  them 
from  the  true  order  ofphyficbe  to  their  charmestfi  doo  thefi  ether  f fine )dif- 
Juade  fiom  hear^ning  to  learning  and  obedience,  and  whifper  in  mens  eares 
to  teach  them  their fiierhbe  traditions,  ^/tnd  of  this  feCl  the  cheefe  author 
at  this  time  is  one  Browne,  a fugitiue,  a  meet  couer for fuch  a  cup:  as  hereto¬ 
fore  the  isinabaptifls,  the  Arrians,  and  the  Francifcane friers . 

Trulie  not  onlie  nature,  being  the  foundation  of  all  perfection ;  but  alfi 
firipture,  being  the  miflre/fe  and  dtreClor  thereof,  and  of  all  chriChamtie ,  is 
beautified  with  bnowledge  and  learning .  For  as  nature  without  difiipltne 
dooth  naturalhe  incline  vnto  vamties^md  as  it  werefuebevp  errors  :fi  doth 
the  word ,  or  rather  the  letter  of  the  firipture,  without  vnderfianding,  not

onlie  mabe  vs  demure  errors,butyeeldeth  vs  vp  to  death  Cr  deftruCtion:CT 
therefore  Paule filth  he  was  not  a  minister  of  the  letter,  but  of  the jbirit. 
Thus  haue  l  beene  bold  to  detitter  vnto  the  world,  and  to  you,thofifimple 
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notes,  reafns,  and  arguments,  which  1  haue  deuifed  or  code  fled  out  of other 
authors  :  which  I  hope ft  all  he  hurtfull  to  none,  hut  to  my fife  great  comfort , 
if  it  may pajfe  with  good  lining  and  acceptation .  If  it  fallout  otherwif, 
1  jhould  thinhe  my paines  ill  mploied.  For  truhe,in  mine  opinion,  whofoe - 
uerjhall performe  any  thing  ,  or  atteme  to  ante  knowledge ;  orwhofeuer 
Jhould  trauell  throughout  all  the  nations  of  the  world,  or  (if it  were  pofihle ) 
Jhould peepe  into  the  heauens,  the  conflation  or  admiration  thereof  were  no- 
thing  pleafint  vnto  him,vnlei  he  had  hhertie  to  impart  his  knowledge  to  his 
fiends.  Wherein  hicauf  1  haue  madefeciall  choifofyouf  hope  you 
will  read  it, or  at  the  leaf  laie  it  vp  my  our  fludie  with  your  other 
hoohes,  among  which  there  is  none  dedicated  to  any  with  more- 
good  will.  yAndfi  long  as  you  haue  it,  it  Jhall  be  vnto 
you(vpon  aduenture  of  my  life)  a  certeinea- - 
mule t, periapt, circle, charme, &  a 
to  defend  you fom  all 
inchantments.

O  you  that  are  wile 

&  difcreete  few  words 
may  fuffice  :  for  fuch 
a  one  iudgeth  not  at 
thefirft  light,  nor  re- 
prooueth  by  herefaie ; 
but  patientlie  heareth, 
and  thereby  increa- 
feth  in  vnderftanding: 
which  patience  bring- 
eth  foorth  experience, 
whereby  true  iudge- 
ment  is  diredted  .  I 
lhall  not  need  there¬ 
fore  to  make  anie  fur¬ 
ther  futc  to  you ,  but  that  it  would  pleafe  you  to  read  my  bcoke, 
without  the  preiudice  of  time,  or  former  conccipt :  and  hauing 
obteined  this  at  your  hands,Ifubmit  my  felfe  vnto  your  cenfure. 
But  to  make  a  folemne  fute  to  you  that  are  parciall  readers,  deli- 
ring  you  to  let  alideparcialitie,to  take  in  good  part  my  writing, 
and  with  indifferent  eiesto  looke  vpon  my  booke,  were  labour 
loft,and  time  ill  imploied.For  I  fhould  no  more  preuaile  herein, 
than  if  a  hundred  yeares  lince  I  fhould  haue  intreated  your  pre- 
decelfors  to  belecue,  that  Robin  goodfellowe,  that  great  and  an¬ 
cient  bulbegger,  had  beene  but  acoufening  merchant,  and  no 
diuell  indeed. 


Ifl  fhould  go  to  a  papift,and  faie^I  praie  you  beleeue  my  wri- 
tings,whereinl  will  produe  allpopifhdiarmes,coniurations,  ex- 
orcifmes,benedi6honsand  curlfes,not  onelieto  be  ridiculous, 
and  ofnonc  efFe£f,but  alfo  to  be  impious  and  contrarie  to  Gods 
word  :  I  fhould  ashardlie  therein  win  fauour  at  their  hands,  as 
herein  obteinc  credit  at  yours.  NeuerthelelTe,I  doubt  not, but  to 
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vfe  the  matter  fo,that  as  well  the  maffemoonger  for  his  part,  as 
die  witchmoonger  for  his ,  fhall  both  be  afhamed  of  their  pro 
feflions. 

But  Robin  goodfello  we  ccafeth  nowto  be  much  feared ,  and 
poperie  is  fumcientliedifcouered,Neuertheles,witches  charms, 
and  coniurors  coufcnages  are  yet  thought  effcdfuall .  Yea  the 
Gentiles  haue  efpied  the  fraud  of  their  coufening  oracles ,  and 
our  cold  prophets  and  inchanters  make  vs  fooles  flill,to  the  fhame 
of vs  all, but  fpeciallie  of  papifls ,  who  coniure  euerie  thing ,  and 
thereby  bring  to  paflfe  nothing.  They  faie  to  their  candles;!  con¬ 
iure  you  to  endure  for  euer :  and  yet  they  laft  not  a  pater  nofter 
while  the Ionger.They  coniure  water  to  be  wholefome  bothfor 
bodie  and  foule  :  but  the  bodie  (we  fee)  is  neuer  the  better  for  it, 
nor  the  fouleanie  whit  reformed  by  it.  And  therefore  I  mer- 
uell,  that  when  they  fee  their  owne  coniurations  confuted  and 
brought  to  naught, or  at  the  leal!  void  of  effe<5! ,  that  they  (of  all 
other) will  yet  giue  fuch  credit ,  countenance ,  and  authoritie  to 
the  vainecoufenages  of  witches  and  coniurors ;  as  though  their 
charmcs  and  coniurations  could  produce  more  apparent,  ccr- 
teine,and  better  effedfs  than  their  owne. 

But  my  requefl  vnto  all  you  that  read  mybooke  fhall  be  no 
more,  but  that  it  would pleafe  you  to  conferre  my  words  with 
your  owne  fenfe  and  cxperience,and  alfo  with  the  word  ofGod. 
If  you  find  your  felues  refolued  and  fatiffied,  or  rather  reformed 
and  qualified  in  anie  one  point  or  opinion  ,  that  heretofore  you 
held  contrarieto  truth,in  a  matter  hitherto  vndecided,and  neuer 
yetlaokedinto  ;  Ipraieyou  take  that  for  aduantage  :  andfuf- 
pending  your  iudgement ,  ftaie  the  fentence  of  condemnation 
againfl  me,and  confider  of  the  reft,at  your  further  leafure .  Ifthis 
may  not  fuffice  to  perfuade  you, it  cannot  preuaile  to  annoy  you: 
and  then,that  which  is  written  without  offenfe,may  be  ouerpaf- 
jfed  without  anie  greefe. 

And  although  mine  affertion,be  fomewhat  differing  from  the 
old  inuetcrat  opinion, which  I  confeffe  hath  manie  graie  heares, 
whereby  mine  aduerfaries  haue  gained  more  authoritie  than 
reafon,  towards  the  maintenance  of  their  preemptions  and  old 
wines  fables :  yet  fhall  itfullie  agree  with  Gods  glorie,  andwidi 
his  holie  word .  And  albeit  there  be  hold  taken  by  mine  aducr- 
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faricsof  certcine  few  words  or  lcntenccsin  the  fcripture  that 
makethalhewforthem :  yet  when  the  whole  courfe  thereof 
maketh  againft  them ,  and  impugneth  the  fame,  yea  and  alfo 
their  owne  places  rightlie  vnderllood  doo  nothing  at  all  releeue 
them :  I  trull  their  glorious  title  and  argument  of  antiquitie  will 
appeare  as  Hale  and  corrupt  as  the  apothecaries  drugs,or  grocers 
fpice,  which  die  longer  they  be  prcferued ,  the  woorfie  they  are. 

And  till  you  haue  perufed  my  booke, ponder  this  in  your  mind3to 
wit,that  Sd^yTkefalteyStrige', iAmU  (which  w  ords  and  none  other 
being  in  vie  doproperlie  lignifie  ourwitches)are  not  once  found 
written  in  the  old  or  new  tellament;  and  that  Chrill  himfelfe  in 
his  gofpell  neuer  mentioned  the  name  of  a  witch .  And  that  nei¬ 
ther  he, nor  Mofes  eucr  fpake  anie  one  word  of  the  witches  bar- 
gaine  w'ith  the  diuell,their  hagging,  their  riding  in  the  aire,  their 
tranlferring  ofcorne  or  gralfe  from  one  feeld  to  another ,  their 
hurting  of  children  or  cattell  with  words  or  charmes,dicir  be¬ 
witching  of  butter ,  cheefe,ale,  &c :  nor  yet  their  tranfubllantia- 
tion ;  infomuch  as  the  writers  herevpon  are  not  alhamed  to  fay,  malefi, 
diat  it  is  not  abfurd  to  affirme  that  there  were  no  witches  in  lobs  par z. 
time.  The  reafon  is,  that  if  there  had  beene  luch  witches  then  in 
beeing,Iob  w'ould  haue  faid  he  had  beene  bewitchcd.But  indeed 
men  tcoke  no  heed  in  thofe  daies  to  this  do£lrine  of  diuels ;  to 
wit,to  thefe  fables  of  witchcraft,  which  Peter  faith  lliall  be  much  i.Pet.4.1. 
regarded  and  hearkened  vntoin  the  latter  daies. 

Howbeic,how  ancient  fo  euer  this  barbarous  conceipt  of  wat¬ 
ches  omnipotence  is, truth  mull  not  bemeafured  by  time  :  for 
cuerie  old  opinion  is  not  found .  Vcritic  is  not  impaired ,  how 
long  lo  euer  it  be  fuppreffed;  but  is  to  befearchedout,inhow 
darkc  a  corner  fo  euer  it  lie  hidden :  for  it  is  not  like  acup  of  ale, 
that  may  be  broched  too  rathe .  Finallie,  time  be  wTaieth  old  er¬ 
rors,  &  difeouereth  new  matters  oftruth.  Danaeus  himfelfe  faith,  DaMUg  m 
that  this  quellion  hitherto  hath  neuer  beene  handled  ;  nor  the  fM  prologi. 
feriptures  concerni  ng  this  matter  haue  neuer  beene  expounded. 

To  prouc  the  antiquitie  ofthecaufe,  to  confirme  the  opinion  of 
the  ignorant,  to  inforce  mineaduerfaries  arguments,toaggra- 
uatethepunifhments,&  to  accomplifhthc  confubo  ofthcleold 
women, is  added  the  vanitie  and  wickcdnes  of  diem,  which  arc 
called  witches,  the  arrogancic  of  thofe  which  take  vpon  them  to 
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worke  wonders,  the  defire  that  people  haueto  hearken  to  fuch 
mi  raculous  matters,  vn  to  whome  moft  commonlie  an  impofli- 
bilitie  is  more  credible  than  a  veritie;  the  ignorance  of  naturall 
caufes,  the  ancient  and  vniuerfall  hate  concerned  againft  the 
name  of  a  witch;  their  ilfauoured  faces,  their  fpitefull  words, 
their  curffes  and  imprecations,  their  charmes  made  in  ryme, 
and  their  beggerie ;  the  feare  of manie  foolifh  folke ,  the  opinion 
offome  that  are  wife,  the  want  of  Robin  goodfellowe  and  the 
fairies5wiiich  were  woonttomainteinechat,  and  the  common 
peoples  talke  in  this  behalfe ;  the  authoritie  of  the  inquifitors^the 
learning, cunning,  con  lent,  and  eftimation  of  writers  herein,  the 
falfe  tranflations  and  fond  interpretations  vfed,  fpeciallie  by  pa- 
pifis;  and  manie  other  like  caufes.All  which  toiestake  fuch  hold 
vpon  mens  fanfies*  as  whereby  diey  are  lead  and  entifed  awaie 
from  the  confideration  oftruerefpecis ,  to  the  condemnation  of 
diat  which  they  know  not.  .  < 

Howbeit,I  will(by  Gods  grace)in  this  my  booke,  fo  apparent- 
lie  decipher  and  confute  thele  cauils  ,and  all  other  their  obiedfi- 
ons ;  as  euerie  witchtnoonger  fhall  be  abalhed,and  all  good  men 
thereby  fatiffied.In  the  meane  time,I  would  wifh  them  to  know 
that  if  neither  the  ellimation  of  Gods  omnipotencie,  nor  the  te¬ 
nor  ofhis  word, nor  the  doubtfulnes  or  rather  the  impoflibilitie 
ofthecafe,northefmall  proofes  brought  againft  them ,  nor  the 
rigor  executed  vpon  them,nor  the  pitie  diat  fhould  be  in  a  chri- 
flianheart,nor  yet  their  fimplicitie,  impotencie,  or  age  may  fuf- 
fice  to  fupprefle  die  rage  or  rigor  wherewith  they  are  oppreffedj 
yet  the  confideration  of  dieir  fex  or  kind  ought  to  moouefome 
mitigatio  oftheir  punifhment.  Forifnature(asPlinie  reporteth) 
haue  taught  a  fion  not  to  deale  fo  roughlie  with  a  woman  as  with 
a  man3bicaufe  (he  is  in  bodie  the  weaker  veffell,and  in  hart  more 
Lam,Ier.$ .  inclined  to  pitie  (which  Ieremie  in  his  lamentations  feemeth  to 
&4.cap.  confirme )  what  fhould  a  man doo  in  this  cafe ,  for  whome  a  wo-. 
Vco'ru  9  man  was  create(l as  an  helpe  and  comfort  vnto  him  ?  In  fo  much 
Ibid.  vcrf.7'. as }  euen  in  the  la  we  of nature,it  is  a  greater  offenfe  to  flea  a  wo- 
Ge.i.ii.iS.  man  than  a  man:  notbicaufea  man  is  not  the  more  excellent 
Mitt. lib.  creature,  but  bicaufe  a  woman  is  the  weaker  vefTell .  And  diere- 
pro  fore  among  all  modeft  and  honeftperfons  it  is  thought  a  fhame 

to  offer  violence  or  iniurie  to  a  woman  ;  in  which  refpedi  Virgil 
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faith, Nullum  memorable  nomen  formnea  in poena  eft,  y;r.  Georg, 

God  that  knoweth  my  heart  is  witnes ,  and  you  that  read  my 
bookefhallfee,diatmy  drift  andpurpofe  in diis  enterprife  ten- 
deth  onclie  to  thefe  refpe&s .  Firll,  riiat  the  glorie  and  power  of 
God  be  not  fo  abridged  and  abafed,as  to  be  thruft  into  the  hand 
or  lip  of a  lewd  old  woman  :  whereby  the  worke  of  the  Creator 
fhould  be  attributed  to  the  power  ofa  creature .  Secondlie,  that 
the  religion  of  the  gofpellmay  be  feenc  to  Band  without  fuch 
pecuifhtrumperie.  Thirdlie,diatlawfull  fauour and  chriftian 
companion  be  rather  vfed  towards  thefe  poore  foules,than  rigor 
andextremitie.  Bicaufe  they, which  are  commonlieaccufedof 
witchcraft,  are  the  leal!  fufficicnt  of  all  other  perfonstofpeake 
for  themfelues ;  as  hauing  the  moft  bafe  and  fimple  education  of 
all  others ;  the  extremitie  of  their  age  giuing  them  leaue  to  dote, 
their  pouertie  to  beg,  their  wrongs  to  chide  and  threaten  ( as  be¬ 
ing  void  of  anie  other  waie  of  rcuenge )  their  humor  melancho- 
licall  to  be  full  ofimaginations ,  from  whence  cheefelie  procee¬ 
ded  the  vanitie  of  their  confelhons;  as  that  they  can  tranfforme 
themfelues  and  others  into  apes,  owles,afles,  dogs,cats,&c:  that 
they  can  flie  in  the  aire  ,  kill  children  with  charmes ,  hinder  the 
comming  of  butter,&c. 

And  for  fo  much  as  die  mightie  helpe  diemfelues  together, 
and  the  poore  widowes  crie ,  though  it  reach  to  heauen,  is  fcarfe  Ecc^*3^r  U 
heard  here  vpon  earth :  I  thought  good  ( according  to  my  poore 
abilitie)  to  make  interceflion,  diat  fome  part  of  common  rigor, 
and  fome  points  ofhaftie  iudgement  may  be  aduifed  vpon .  For 
the  world  is  now  at  that  ftay(as  Brentius  in  a  mofl  godlie  fermon 
in  thefe  words  affirmcth)that  euen  as  when  the  heathen  perfec¬ 
ted  the  chriftians,  if  anie  were  accufed  to  beleeue  in  Chrift ,  the 
common  people  cried  Adleonem :  fo  now,if anie  woman,  be  fhe 
neuer  fohoneft,  be  accufed  of  witchcraft,  they  cnc^fd  ignem . 

What  difference  is  betweene  the  rafh  dealing  of  vnskilfuli  peo- 
ple,and  thegraue  counfell  ofmore  difereet  and  learned  perfons, 
mayappeareby  a  tale  of  Danarus  hisowne  telling;  wherein  he 
oppofeth  therafhnes  ofafewtownefmen  ,to  the  counfell  of  a 
whole  fenate,  preferring  the  follie  of  the  one^beforethe  wifdomc 
of the  other. 

At  Grleance  on  Loyre(faith  he)thcre  was  ainan  witch, not  only 
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taken  and  accufed,but  alfo  conui6fed  and  condemned  for  witch¬ 
craft,  who  appealed  from  thence  to  the  high  court  of  Paris. 
Which  accufation  the  fenatefawe  inefficient,  and  would  not 
allow ,  but  laughed  thereat,  lightlic  regarding  it;  and  in  die  end 
fent  him  home  (faith  he)  as  accufed  of  a  friuolous  matter  •  And 
yet  for  all  diat,die  tnagiftrats  of Orleance  were  fo  bold  with  him, 
as  to  hang  him  vp  within  ftiort  time  after ,  for  the  fame  or  the 
verie  like  offenfe.  In  which  example  is  to  be  feene  the  nature,and 
as  it  were  die  difeafe  of  diis  caufe  :  wherein  ( I  faic)  the  fimpler 
and  vndifereeter  fort  are  alwaies  more  haft ie  &  furious  in  iudge-  . 
ments,  than  men  ofbetter  reputation  and  knowledge  .  Neuer- 
drelcs , Eunichius  faidi,  thatthefe  three  things;  to  wit,  what  is  to 
be  thought  of  witches, what  dieir  incantations  can  dao,  and  w  hc- 
ther  their  punifhment  fhould  extend  to  death,are  to  be  well  con- 
fidered.  And  I  would  (faith  he)diey  were  as  wrell  knowne,as  they 
are  rafhliebeleeued,bodi  ofthe  learned,and  vnlearned.And  fur- 
dicr  he  laith,that  almoft  all  diuincs,phyficiansand  lawyers,  wlio 
(houldbeft know thefe matters, fatiffieng  themfelues  with  old 
cuftome,haue  giuen  tco  much  credit  to  diefe  fables ,  and  too  rafh 
and  vniuft  fcntence  of  death  vpon  witches  .  But  when  a  man 
pondcrcth  (faith  he )  that  in  times  paft,  all  that  fvvarued  from  the 
church  of  Rome  were  iudged  heretikes ;  it  is  the  leffe  maruelJ, 
though  in  dais  matter  diey  be  blind  and  ignorant. 

And  furclie,ifthe  feripture  had  bcenc  longer  fupprefled,more 
abfurd fables  would  haue  fproong  vp,and  beene  belecucd.Which 
credulitie  though  it  is  to  be  derided  widi  laughter;  yet  this  their 
crueltie  is  to  be  lamented  widiteares.For(God  knowedi)manic 
ofthefc  pcore  w  retches  had  moreneedtobereleeued  than  cha¬ 
ff  ifed  ;  and  more  rneete  were  a  preacher  to  admonifh  them, than 
a  gailor  to  keepe them;and  a  phyfician  more  ncceftarie  to  helpe 
diem,than  an  executioner  or  tormentor  to  hang  or  burnethem. 
For  proofe  and  due  triall  hereof^I  will  requite  Danseus  his  tale  of 
a  man  witch  ( as  he  termeth  him)  with  anodier  witch  of  the  fame 
fex  or  gender. 

Lib  i  f  cap .  Cardanus  from  the  mouth  of  his  ownc  father  reported!  ,thac 

18  JevtJir  one  Barnard,a  poore  feruant, being  in  wit  verie  fimple  and  rude, 
tatib.rcrtim.  butinhis  feruice  verie  neceffarie  and  diligcnt(andin  thatrefpeft 
decrelie  beloued  of  his  maiftcr )  profeffing  die  art  of  witchcraft, 
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could  in  no  wife  be  diflfuaded  from  that  profefllon  ,  perfuading 
himfelfe  diat  he  knew  all  things5and  could  bring  anie  matter  to 
paflejbicaufe  certeine  countrie  people  reforted  to  himforhelpe 
and  counfell,  as  fuppoling  by  his  ownetalke,thathe  could  doo 
fomewhat .  At  length  he  was  condemned  to  be  burned :  which 
torment  he  Teemed  more  willing  to  fuffer ,  than  to  loofe  his  efti- 
mation  in  diat  bcnalfe.  But  his  mailfer  hauing  companion  ypon 
him,and  being  himfelfe  in  his  princes  fauor  ,,perceiuinghiscon- 
ceipt  to  proceed  ofmelancholie  ^obteined  relpit  of  execution  for 
t  wentie  daies  Jn  which  time  (faith  he)  his  mailier  bountifullie  fed 
him  with  good  fat  meat,  andwidifoure  egsatameale,  asalfo 
with  fweet  wine  which  diet  was  beft  for  lo  grofife  and  wreake  a 
bodie.  And  being  recouered  fo  in  llrength,  that  the  humor  was 
fupprefled  ,  he  waseafilie  woone  from  his  ablurdand  dange¬ 
rous  opinions, and  from  all  his  fond  imaginations:  and  contef* 
ling  his  error  and  follie,  from  die  which  before  no  man  could  re- 
mooue  him  by  anie  perfualions,hauing  his  pardon  ,.he  liued  long 
a  good  member  ofdie  church ,  whoirre  otherwife  die  crueltie  of 
iudgement  fhould  haue  call  awaie  and  deilroied. 

This  hillorie  is  more  credible  than  Sprengers  fabIes,or  Bodins. 
babies,  which  reach  not  fo  far  to  the  extolling  of  witches  omni- 
potencie,as  to  die  derogating  of  Godsglorie.  For  ifit  be  true, 
which  they  affir.ne,diat  our  life  and  deadi  lieth  in  the  hand  of  a 
witch;  ihen  is  itfalle,thatGod  maketh  vs  liue  or  die ,  or  that  by 
him  we  haue  our  being ,  our  terme  of  time  appointed,  and  our 
daies  nunibred .  But  furcliedicir  charmes.can  no  more  reach  to 
the  hurting  orkilhng  of  men, or  women,  dian  their  imaginations 
can  extend  to  the  Healing  and  carrieng  awaie  ofhorlfes  &  mares. 

Neidicr  hath  God  giuen  remediestolickncs  orgreefes,by  words 
or  charmes  ,  but  by  hearbs  and  medicines  which  he  himfelfe  .  6 

hath  created  vpon  earth, and  giuen  men  knowledge  of  the  fame;  LaJer^.'S; 
that  he  might  be  glorihed/or  diat  therew  ith  he  ciooth  vouchfafe  IfaMS.?. 
riiatdie  maladies  ofmeii  and  cattell  fhould  be  cured, &c.  And  if  Rom.£vio4, 
there  be  no  afflidhon  nor  calamitie ,  but  is  brought  to  paffe  by 
him,dien  let  vs  defie  the  diuell ,  renounce  all  his  works ,  and  not 
fo  much  as  once  thinke  or  dreame  vpon  this  fupernaturall  pow’er 
of  witches ;  neither  let  vs  profccute  them  with  fudi  defpight, 
whome  our  fanlic  condemned!  ,  and  our  reafon  acquitedvr  our 
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euidence  againft  them  confifting  in  impoflibilities ,  our  proofcs 
in  vn  written  verities, and  our  whole  proceedings  in  doubts  and 
difficulties. 

Now  bicaufel  miflikethe  extreame  crueltie  vfed  againft  fome 
ofdiefefilliefoules(whomeafimple  aduocate  hauing  audience 
and  iuftice  might  deliuer  out  of  the  hands  of  the  inquifftors 
themfelues)  it  will  be  laid ,  that  I  denie  anie  puniftiment  at  all  to 
be  due  to  anie  witch  whatfoeuer  .Naie,bicaufe  I  bewraie  the  fol- 
lieand  impietie  of  them,which  attribute  vnto  witches  the  power 
ofGod :  thefe  witchmoongers  will  report ,  that  I  denie  there  arc 
anie  witches  at  all ;  and  yet  behold  (faie  they)  how  often  is  this 
word  [Witch]mentioned  in  the  feriptures  ?  Euen  as  if  an  idolater 
ftiould  faie  in  die  behalfe  of  images  and  idols,to  them  which  de¬ 
nie  dieir  power  and  godhead, and  inueigh  againft  the  reuerencc 
doone  vnto  them;  How  dare  you  denie  the  power  ofimages,fee- 
in  g  their  names  are  fo  often  repeated  in  the  feriptures  ?  But  true- 
lie  I  denie  not  that  there  are  witches  or  images  :  butldeteft  the 
idolatrous  opinions  conceiucd  of them  ;  referring  that  to  Gods 
worke  and  ordinance,  which  they  impute  to  the  power  and 
malice  of witches;and  attributing  that  honour  to  God, 
which  they  aferibe  to  idols. But  as  for  thofe  that  in 
verie  deed  are  either  witches  or  coniurors, 
let  them  hardlie  fuffer  luch  punifti- 
ment  as  to  dieir  fault  is  agreea¬ 
ble,  and  as  by  the  graue 
iudgementoflawe  is 
prouided.

God,  and  alfo  to  mine  owne  confidence,  I  did  fpend  my 
time  in  (uch  vaine  and  wicked  ftudies  and  pradfiies :  be¬ 
ing  made  and  remaining  a  fpe&acle  for  all  others  to  re- 
ceiue  warning  by .  The  Lord  grant  I  may  be  the  laft  (I 
fpeake  it  from  my  hart)  and  I  wifh  it,  not  onlie  in  my  11a- 
tiue  coutrie,  but  alfo  through  the  whole  face  of  the  earth, 
Ipeciallie  among  Chriftians  .  For  mine  owne  part  I  la¬ 
ment  my  time  loft,  8c  haue  repented  me  flue  yeares  paft : 
at  which  time  I  (awe  a  booke,  written  in  the  old  Saxon 
toong,byoneSirIohnMalbornea  diuine  of  Oxenford, 
three  hundred  yeares  paft ;  wherein  he  openeth  all  the 
illufions  8c  inuentions  of  thofe  arts  and  fciences :  a  thing 
moft  worthie  the  noting  .  I  left  the  booke  with  the  par-* 
fon  of  Slangham  in  S  uffex,  where  if  you  fend  for  it  in  my 
name,  you  may  haue  it .  You  fhallthinke  your  labour 
well  beftowed,and  it  fhall  greatlie  further  the  good  enter- 
prife  you  haue  in  hand :  and  there  fhall  you  fee  the  whole 
fcience  throughlie  dilcufled ,  and  all  their  illufions  and 
coufenages  deciphered  at  large  .
